IN RUSSIA 


Southern Part Presents No 
Opportunities for Amer­ 
ican Business Men

London, Sept. 10.—South Russia at 
present offers no golden opportuni­ 
ties for American business men, ac­ 
cording to John H. Lang, of Seattle, 
who recently passed through this 
city on his way home after 18 months 
in Odessa and other Black Sea ports, 
where he was in charge of port oper­ 
ations for the American Relief Ad­ 
ministration.- 
“There i / practically no trade on 
the Black Sea,” said Mr. Lang. “Even 
Greek and Armenian traders hav^ 
given up in despair, and everyone 
who knows the Black Sea realizes 
Rhat when these traders find unsur- 
'mountable 
obstacles to commerce, 
there must be something serious'the 
m atter. 
“The new economic policy of the 
Soviet was heralded as a long ex­ 
pected loosening of government con­ 
trol, and when it was inaugurated 
more than a year ago the people had 
great hopes that a new 
era was 
dawning in communistic Rustfíá. But

Zermatt,

10. — T7ie 
recent 
death of I’etcr Tuugwaider has rob­ 
bed Switzerland of its most famous 
Alpine climber, and the last survivor 
of the party which climbed the Mat­ 
terhorn for the first time 58 years 
ago, at the cost of six lives. 
Only three out of a total party of 
ten returned to Zermatt after having 
made the first ascent of the previous­ 
ly unsealed Matterhorn. These lyere 
Peter Taugwaldcr and his jon and Ed­ 
ward Whymper, a fama-js British Al­ 
pinist 
who 
organized 
the 
party. 
Whymper and the younger Taug- 
walder have lieen 
dead for many 
years, but Peter Taugwaldcr lived to 
make over 120 ascents of the moun­ 
tain on which he miraculously escap­ 
ed death when his seven companions 
plunged over a elllT to the M atter­ 
horn glacier 1,000 feet below. 
The body of Lord Douglas, who 
was among the Englishmen who wei* 
lost, was never found, and probably 
caught on a crag high on the moun­ 
tain side where it could not be seen. 
Edward Whymper wrote a book 
about the tragedy which occurred 
after the plucky climbers had been 
on the fcak for an '.tour and had 
started on their downward trip. 
He 
and the two Taugwalders were saved 
by the snapping of a rope which 
bound them to the other members of 
the party. One of the British mem­ 
bers of the party, who was next to 
the guide leading the way, slipped 
anci knocked the leader over with 
such force that they dragged the 
other mcnihcrs of the party down 
with them. The weight and strain on 
the rope became so great that in 
snapping it left the three last mem­ 
bers of the party safe on the moun­ 
tainside, where they could see the 
bodies of their rompanions on the 
glacier far below them. 
For a time 
the survivors thought it would be 
impossible for them to continue the 
descent. They were unnerved by the 
accident, hut finally aroused them­ 
selves to action and tied their ropes 
to rocks in such a manner that they 
wore able 
to pass the dangerous 
stretches with a feeling of security. 
The victims of the tragedy were all 
buried in the Zermat: churchyard, 
and Peter Taugwaldcr now lies with 
his companions.

Honolulu, Sept 10.—Ameriean-born 
Japanese have bee'n urged to expa­ 
triate themselves from Japan, to 
avoid the evils of dual eitizenship, 
by Kciichi Yamasaki, Japanese con­ 
sul-general here, in an address be­ 
fore the student teachers at the sum­ 
mer session of the territorial normal 
school. 
He asked the teachers to explain to 
Iheir American-born pupils of Japan­ 
ese parentage the difficulties arising 
from dual citizenship and to advise 
them to expatriate themselves. 
' The m isundcrstnndipg regarding 
the citizenship of Amerlcan-bom Jap­ 
anese arises from no faolt of the 
United States or Japan, hut lies in 
the fundam ental differences in the 
laws of the countries, he said. The 
United States holds with G reat Hri- 
tain that children are citizens ef the 
country in which they arc born, re­ 
gardless of the citizenship of their 
parents, while Japan takes the atti­ 
tude of several continental European 
countries that the citizenship of chil­ 
dren born in foreign countries is 
th at of their parents.

Declaring it would be bettor for 
the participants them selyes' to work 
out the exact terms of the code, the 
Commission set forth as the frame­ 
work, the following principles;
